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It  may  be  well  to  exidaiu  oiice  more  the  (irigia  of  t'lf  scvtral  groups  nf  l.Dok:, 
which  liiive  lieen  ilisplayed,  uiitlur  tlie  title  of  "  Fho  l>og  Shanty  I'xmk-shelf,  " 
in  tlie  riniit'er  Oittage  on  the  InduMtrial  Exhihitiin  groumls  (hiring  the  annual 
Kxiiihition  in  Heptemhef.  now  for  (|uite  a  series  of'  years  past.  A  youthful 
meniher  of  an  early  pioneer  settler's  family  was  iniluoed  hy  his  literary  tantes 
and  proclivities  to  (collect  3uoh  bfxiks  as  could  at  the  time  V)e  weeured  (>n  the 
several  bul)jects  which  engaged  his  attention.  In  a  newly  cleared  ilistrict. 
hooks  were  not  largely  to  V)e  met  with,  but  a  few  were  found,  and  these  with 
the  after  accumulations  in  happier  times  have  formed  the  several  collections 
whicii  have  been  displayed  under  the  above  designation. 

ll  was  natural  that  the  youthful  student  and  observer  should  ac(|uire  an 
Intercast  in  the  aborigines  of  the  country.  The  Iv<;d  man  then  was  no  unfamiliar 
object.  His  wigwams  we-re  to  be  seen  hert-  and  there  at  the  proper  season  r)u 
the  banks  of  our  rivers  and  around  the  shon-s  of  oui-  baj's  ;  notably  those 
around  the  Hay  of  Toronto,  before  the  inroads  of  the  lake  had  destroyed  its 
sandy  barrier  in  that  portion  of  it  wliich  was  known  a.s  AslibridgeV  Bay.  \ 
remember  a  native  family  of  the  name  of  Kishigo  alwayo  to  be  met  with  at  the 
projjer  season  in  tliis  (juarter.  Hows  ami  arrows  made  by  the  Indians  were 
easily  procurable  from  the  Kishigo's.  The  native  battle-a.\('  or  tomahawk,  the 
war  club.  Hint  knives,  stone  arrow  heads,  fragments  .if  Indian  earthenware 
and  pipes,  .sometimes  the  latter  in  curious  combination  witii  tlie  tomahawk, 
the  tube  from  the  bow  passing  down  through  the  handle.  .'^Iso  from  the 
Kishigo's,  the  meaning  of  many  native  words  and  phrases  was  gathered  by 
direct  questioning,  or  V>y  listening  to  their  talk  one  with  another.;  in  this 
way  all,  ;!ven  youngsters  among  rs,  came  to  underataud  well  <jui)i  words  as 
wigwam,  papoose,  wampum,  moose,  s^iuaw  ({)ro]ierly  aiipiaw),  niokok  (a  kirul 
of,birch-l>ark  case  or  package),  moccasin,  to'i»oggan,  etc.,  with  such  expressions 
as  "  Kennikenick,"  (a  kind  of  dry  touchwood  that  could  be  sm<  ked  Hke 
tobacco),  Iskitte  wabali  (firewater,  any  kind  of  spirituous  drink),  kaween, 
(the  strong  negative  Kaween  No,  or  not  so),  and  the  (sonciliatory  term 
"nidghee,"  friend  or  brother,  as  in  the  familiar  address  "Tiyaw,  nidghee," 
"  Well  nut"  or  "  IIow  do  you  do,  friend."  But  books  on  the  Red  nan  were 
scarce  and  were  highly  valued  accordingly  when  met  with.  It  is  from  a 
humble  gathering  formed  under  unfavorable  circumstances  such  as  these  that 
the  collection  of  works  on  the  Red  man's  history,  habit>5  and  lan{.uagt'  here 
given  had  its  origin. 
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Tht;  oaliilogue  of   courst^  t'iubr;u;fs  tlio  adilitioiiH  wliioti  wore  sul)8c.'(|ut'iitly 

made  from  time  to  time  to  the   small  gathering  of  works  which  were  to  be 

seen  on  the  rude  shelf  of  the  original  settlers'  log  ea))iii. 
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I  mipplement  fhe  foretroinfi:  list  of  works  rolatinir  to  the  Pioneers'  prpde(^esHor  by  ofl'lini; 
thereto  a  copy  of  Oatlin's  "  MaiinerH,  Customs  and  Condition  of  thu  North  Anieriran  Indians, 
with  Four  Hundrefl  IlhiHtriitiona,  carefully  cnsfravid  from  hiHOriv'inal  Paintintfs,  and  Coloured 
after  Nature."  I  also  add  to  the  mention  ma<le  of  wn'^cs  and  forms  f  speech  derived  from 
the  Itidians  aiiioiiK  Canadian  y^,^n^'8f,e•ll  aforetime,  a  mode  of  reproducinj,'  at  pleasure  the 
Indian  war-whoop.  Tliis  was  done  l.y  uttering  a  lonj;  yell  interrupted  by  a  rapid  siiccesaion  of 
smart  strokes  ajfjiinst  the  month  by  the  palm  of  the  liand.
